PRICE SUPPORT 


Adams county farmers, if they 
want the government to provide a 
price support for their 1950 crop of 
wheat, will have to sow the grain 
this fall according to an allotment 
set by the county Agricultural Con­ 
servation Association. 
M. T. Walter. Biglerville R. D„ 
chairman and Holman L. Sell, Lit­ 
tlestown R. D., and Roy A. Weaner, 
Gettysburg R. D., members of the 
county committee said today that 
they had been notified by the Pro­ 
duction and Marketing administra­ 
tion that starting in 1950 the only 
wheat farmers eligible for price sup­ 
port will be those who cooperate in 
a reduction of wheat acreage. 
Allocation Is Optional 
The 
committee 
members 
and 
chairman made clear that there is 
no forced allocation of wheat acre­ 
age. Any farmer may sow as much 
wheat as lie wishes. But he will not 
be eligible for price support on wheat 
unless he agrees to a limitation to 
his acreage. 
Community committee members 
are completing a survey of the wheat 
acreage grown by farmers through­ 
out the county over the past several 
years. That acreage will be used as 
the basis for the county’s over-ail 
wheat acreage reduction. 
The count of previous wheat acre­ 
age will be completed by June 24. 
Sometime after that the state Pro­ 
duction and Marketing Administra­ 
tion will present a "factor" to the 
local county committee. That factor, 
a percentage of the total crop, will 
be used in figuring the allotment 
for each farmer for wheat acreage. 
Plan ’T air Share" 
While there will be a total re- 
ductibrTIn The number of acres of 
wheat receiving price supports In 
the county, the figure will not mean 
a general reduction for all farmers, 
it was pointed out; nor will it mean 
a “freezing" of the acreage planted. 
Farmers who did not plant wheat 
last year, or who had a much 
smaller acreage tlian usual, will not 
be penalized, but will be granted 
a "fair share” of acreage, Chair­ 
man Walter pointed out. Walter alto 
explained: "In addition there will be 
adjustments throughout the county 
from "spare" acres A fanner who 
might be granted 20 acres for wheat 
may decide to plant only* 16 acres. 
He must notify the county office 
and the four acres additional will 
be made available to some other 
farmer. Thus the over-all county 
reduction would be retained but 
eacli farmer would have leeway in 
his own plans for farm manage­ 
m ent" In addition eacli farmer dan 
appeal from his original allotment. 
Advised Before Seeding 
Each farmer will be notified of 
his wheat acreage before seeding 
time this fail, and then will have 
a chance to decide whether he wants 
to stay within that acreage and be 
assured of price support, or whether 
he wishes to plant more than his 
allotment and take his chances with 
the market price next year, Walter 
pointed out.

DOUBTS URANIUM 
HAS BEEN FOUND 


Washington, June 16 (F)—Senator 
Hlckenlooper (R-Iowa) questioned 
today whether the Argonne atomic 
laboratory actually has located the 
container which held the uranium- 
235 lost from the lab last February. 
He said there still i6 “substantial 
mystery’’ about the whole affair. 
Hlckenlooper 
told 
the Senate- 
House Atomic committee that lab 
officials have come forward with an 
ordinary fruit jar, saying it was 
the container. But all prior reports, 
the Senator declared, were that the 
uranium-235 was kept in a brown 
bottle. 
Dr. Walter H. Zinn, director of the 
lab at Chicago, said there was no 
doubt about it—that “completely 
and absolutely” the Jar had con­ 
tained the missing material. He 
said the FBI concurs in that opinion. 
Hlckenlooper took up the case of 
the missing uranium in pressing his 
charge of “incredible mismanage­ 
ment’’ against the Atomic Energy 
commission. He has demanded that 
AEC Chairman David E. Lilienthal 
resign.

same liking. 
We like to be with people who 
have a multitude of likes that asso­ 
ciate with our own.

And how easy it is, and so 
much pleasanter, to talk about our 
likes rather than our dislikes. 
I often think of an incident that 
Archibald Rutledge tells about in one 
of his books, of visiting a friend. Not­ 
ing some flowers in a special place 
upon the mantle, he inquired why 
hts hostess had so placed them, and 
why that particular variety? Her re­ 
ply was: "They 'minds me of God.” 
How many of us can say that same 
about the things we love, that they 
‘minds’’ us of God. 
We ought to express our likes more 
and oftener, if for no other pur­ 
pose than to shame those who are 
forever giving expression to their 
dislikes, and giving them a lesson 
which may result in a change of 
mind and heart. Our tastes are var­ 
ied. and it Is well that they are, 
but we gain nothing by condemning 
the likes of another, nor by advertis­ 
ing our own dislikes.

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CONGRESS MAY 
ASK TRUMAN TO 
MAKE COST CUT

Washington, June 
16 (ZP)—' Aw, 
let Harry do it.** 
Congress may wind up saying that 
after talking big for six months 
about cutting government expenses. 
It has an obligation to do any 
cutting that is done, but it’s in a 
mood now to shove the job off on 
President Truman. 
Last January Mr. Trum an told 
Congress how much money would 
be needed to run the government for 
the 
fiscal year starting, July 
I. 
(Those figures, cheeked over by the 
experts of the Budget Bureau whose 
Job is to cut where they can. were 
put together by the various govern­ 
ment departm ents and agencies.) 
After Mr. Trum an outlined the 
money 
needed, 
the 
departm ent 
heads started a long parade to the 
Capitol. There, one by one. they sat 
down with the appropriations com­ 
mittees to give their reasons for 
asking this or th at money. 
The members of the appropria­ 
tions committees 
are 
really 
the 
watchdogs of the American people 
over what money the government 
spends. 
Only Talks So Far 
And it’s their Job to make cuts 
if they think less money is needed 
than is asked for. Then the com­ 
mittees draw up bills for the full 
House and Senate to vote on. The 


bills say just how much the ap­ 
propriations committees think each 
departm ent or agency needs. 
Since the committee members are 
the lawmakers who know most about 
government spending, the full House 
and Senate generally follow their 
advice pretty closely. 
For months there's been a steady 
chorus in Congress about cutting 
down 
expenses. * But—so 
far, 
it s 
just been talk. The congressmen and 
senators don’t seem able to agree 
on what or where to cut. 
And when anyone has suggested 
lopping a flat five per cent or so off 
the money for some departm ent, he’s 
been shouted down. 
Not Simple Solution 
Still, there was a feeling that ex­ 
penses ought to be cut. 
This week 19 senators. Democrats 
and Republicans, decided to offer 
a resolution in Congress that would 
do this: Tell the President to find 
some way to cut five to IO per cent 
off the total money voted by Con­ 
gress to run the government for the 
fiscal year starting July I. 
That might sound like a simple 
solution. It Isn t. First of all, the 
departm ents and the Budget Bu­ 
reau feel the figure Mr. Trum an 
asked for already has been cut to 
the bone.

j union, UGO, demand complete pay­ 
m ent of wages in West marks, worth 
four tim es as much as the R ussian- 
sponsored East marks. 
They also want job security and 
recognition of their union by the 
R ussian-controlled railway m anage­ 
m ent which has refused to deal with 
UGO. 
T he compromise voted on T ues­ 
day was devised by Brig. Gen. F rank 
L. Howley, U. S. com m andant in 
Berlin, after consultations w ith the 
Russians. 
The plan promised there would be 
no reprisals but this pledge was 
underm ined by the Russian-licensed 
press, which blasted the strikers as 
“saboteurs.” 
Howley washed his hands of the 
strike yesterday, charging the R us­ 
sians with breaking their word.

SENATE ADDS 
3 AMENDMENTS 
TO LAMR BILL

T a ft-Hartley act—A non-commu­ 
nist oath requirement—comes up to­ 
day in the Senate. 
Three other amendments which 
have a Taft-Hartley look about 
them were added* lo the administra­ 
tion measure by the Senate yester­ 
day in the first voting of its long 
labor law debate. 
The changes, nil approved by voice 
votes with no audible opposition, 
would (I) require unions, as well as 
management, to bargain in good 
faith; 
(2) guarantee freedom of 
speech, short off threats or promises 
of benefits, in labor relations; and 
13) require both unions and em­ 
ployers to file annual financial re­ 
ports. 
Not Appro ved By Truman 
Those provisions are not in every 
case identical to sections of the T-H 
law. but the differences generally are 
slight. The amendments had no 
blessing from President Truman, 
who publicly has opposed any re­ 
vision of the administration bill. 
That bill would repeal the Taft 
Hartley law and replace it with a 
slightly modified version of the old 
Wagner act. 
The big test is yet to come, on a 
substitute offered by Senator Taft 
<R-Ohio> and two other Republi­ 
cans. It would keep all the basic 
Taft-Hartley provisions, including 
labor-hated injunctions to halt na­ 
tional 
emeirgency labor disputes, 
and the ban on the closed shop. 
Would Bar Communists

Marshal Tito. Moscow and its other 
satellite states are said to lie pre­ 
pared to launch a great offensive 
against Yugoslavia to inflict ‘eco­ 
nomic strangulation" on that pre­ 
mier Balkan state 
This drastic program is said to 
have been laid down at a meeting of 
the “Cominform" (successor to the 
Comintern, or general 
staff 
for 
world revolution) which has been 
meeting in Poland. July I is the date 
said to have been fixed for the open­ 
ing of the grand offensive. 
Expelled Year Ago 
The trouble between Moscow and 
Yugoslavia is that this big Balkan 
state Is fiercely 
nationalistic and 
Tito epitomizes this spirit. That of 
course controvert^ the Communist 
code, which 
maintains that sov­ 
ereignty rests in Moscow. Belgrade 
has refused to surrender her sov­ 
ereignty. 
Yugoslavia was expelled from the 
Cominform a year ago, after her
